WEDNESDAY, ::: 


THE celebrated duel between Mac- 
wus and Pickwick has at last been 
eclipsed. In a recent debate in the 
United States Senate, ABBOTT, a car- 
pet-bag Senator from North Carolina, 
and SPRAGUE, of Rhode Island, 
worked themselves into a red-hot, 
scorching, consuming passion, and 
looked a small armory of daggers and 
encyclopedias at each other, SPRAGUE, 
in his speech, called somebody a 
puppy. Scalawag Annorr rises, and 
with his head drooping to one side, 
like a lilly, demanded to know if he 
is the puppy pointed at. If he is, he 
demands retraction, or satisfaction out 
of-the chamber. SUMNER interposes 
with the original remark: Let us 
have peace.“ He is opposed to the 
shedding of blood. AsBorr disclaims 
the intention to hurt anybody, but the 
retraction must be broad as the canine 
figure of speech. NVE proposes that 
he take SPRAGUE out and “spank 
him;“ and then the Senate went into 
executive session. Then came the 
agony of public suspense. For several 
days Washington was allagog. The 
quidnunes were in clover. Specula- 
tion was rife. SPRAGUE was bobby- 
ing around like a tom-tit. Annorr 
procured a big mortar from a neigh- 
boring apothecary and swore he in- 
tended to pestle SPRAGUE into mince- 
meat. City louts, country bumpkins, 
negroes, gamblers, prostitutes and 
members of Congress were found 
higgledy piggledy upon the streets 
looking for the expected encounter with 
as much eagerness as ever a Spaniard 
looked for a bull fight. Everybody 
expected to see blood gush, brains fly, 
bones break and teeth scatter. But 
warriors.often beat their swords into 
pruning hooks, and we are not there- 
fore surprised to see SPRAGUE and 
Aspsorr spilling ink instead of blood. 
We published yesterday morning the 
correspondence between these two bel- 


ligerents and they are certainly 


remarkable epistles. A more bun- 
ling correspondence never passed 
between two pusillanimou das- 
tards. Anhorr is not only a coward 
but a fool. He violates every rule of 
the very code which he recognizes and 
proposes to vindicate. He intends his 
letter as a hostile note, and 

„Sir“ with the adjective “ Dran,“ 
which is inadmissable, presenting the 
singular anomaly of a man calling one 
precious, greatly beloved, highly 
valued and much esteemed who had 
called him a puppy, and for whose life 
he was then negotiating, We have 
never read or heard of as much abject, 
beggarly cowardice as is contained in 
the following extract from snivling 
ABBOTT’s truculent letter:

Brave men are slow to 
give offense to one whose courage is 
unquestioned, because desperation and 
blood and death ensue, and if the peo- 
ple would universally reeognize duel- 
ing, and be punetiliows in its obser- 
vance, there would be but few insults.

All such stuff is a dis- 
grace to the constitution of any State 
that adopts it. Weare in favor of the 
old Jeffersonian test for office—‘‘is 
he honest? is he capable?’ A man 
having fought, aided or abetted ina 
duel in the Sandwich Islands should 
not disqualify him for holding office in 
any of the States of this Union. Even 
in Tennessee—proud and chivalrous 
Tennessee—we notice that our stat- 
ute books are disgraced with 
the severest penalties against duel- 
ing. The duelist who, in an 
honorable contest shoots down some 
vile slanderer of himself, his wife, 
or his daughter, is held up as a culprit, 
and placed in the penitentiary beside 
the murderer, the perjurer and the 
thief. Is this justice? No law can 
reach the villain who robs you of an 
honest name. There is no punishment 
for the libertine who pollutes your 
household, and brings your family to 
degradation and ruin, yet if you kill the 
slimy reptile in a duel, you are sent to 
the penitentiary! Shame upon such a 
scandalous law! Does the fact of a man 
having fought a duel have a tendency 
to make him less honest? or will 
it be likely to render one 
less able to discharge the duties of 
any office to which he may be elected? 
Certainly not. Did General JACKSON 
make any the President because 
he killed Dickinson in a duel? Did 
Mr. CLAY’sduel with Joux RANDOLPH 
destroy or lessen his usefulness in the 
United States Senate? Did General 
Hovuston’s shooting General WHITE 
in a duel ever weaken his influence? 
We hardly think any of these ques- 
tions will be answered in the affirma- 
tive.

In venturing to respond to the sugges- 
tious of Mr. Everett, and present to the 
commercial cities of Europe the accom- 
anying report of the trade of the city of 
Meum his for the year ln, this Chamber 
first invite attention to the facts 
of Memphis 


woul 
touching the position 
and the resources of the region im- 
mediately surrounding her. Such «on 
exhibit must be interesting, when it is re- 
membered that less than fiffy years acco 
the country immediately south of Mein 
phis, now known as North Mississippi, as 
also west of us, in the State of Arkansas, 
was a wilderness, whose sole human occu- 
pants were Indian sayages. These lLeve 
all been removed to the “far West" and 
their former hunting grounds are now 
among the most productive food and eot- 
icts in the world, and the abodes 
of civilization and refinement. The result 
is a city whose growth from 1850 to 1860 
outstripped thatof any other city in the 
American Union, Brooklyn, New York, 
being second, and Chicago, Illinois, being 
third. The trade of Memphis reaches in 
some directions two and three hundred 
of miles into the interior, and is rapidly 
ing; bat we es ally invite atten- 
ion tothe statistics of the country only 12 
miles around her, embracing eighteen 
counties in the State of Tennessee, twenty 
in Mississippi, and twenty in Arkansas. 
This area of 0 miles in diameter, is un- 
usually well-watered, traversed as it is by 
the greatest of all rivers, the Mississippi, 
(on whose banks our city is located,) 


also the Tennessee, Arkansas and 
White rivers, with their many 
navigable tributaries, offering several 


thousand miles of steamboat navigation. 


It has more than one thousand miles of 
railways in daily operation; amongwhich 
are the Memphis and Charleston,“ with 
its connections running East, giving us 
uninterrupted daily communication with 
Norfolk, Virginia, (said to be the finest 
harbor in America), and Charleston, South 
Carolina, on the Atlantic seaboard. The 
“Memphis and Louisville,” running 
Northeasterly, making connections with 
allthe cities of the Northern and West- 
ern 3 reaching New York, Boston 

ladelphia, inside of sixty hours. 
The “*‘Missiasippi and Tennessee,” running 
South, with ls connections, placing us 
within twenty-four hours of the city of 
New Orleans. The “Memphis and Little 
Rook,” running West, through the State 
of Arkansas to its capital, 150 miles; this 
latter road is inevitably destined to be 
continued to, and afford our only reliable 
(the year around), inland connection with 
the Pacific Ocean, We haye also in course 
of construction, two other ads; one 
running Southeasterly through the State 
of M ippi, into the very heart of the 
cotton region of Alabama; the other run- 
ning almost due North through the States 
of Tennessee and Kentucky, finding its 
terminus on the Ohio river. We have 
still another now in course of lo- 
ent ion, running South through the great 
cotton valley of the Yazoo, thus giving us 
already completed four, and soon to be 
seven, great trunk railways radiating 
from this city. We have mails three and 
four times per day, from all parts of the 
Union, and hourly telegraphic commun 
cation with all the la cities of Europe 
and America. No man living within this 
area of 250 miles, is more than twenty-five 
miles from a railroad or navigabie stream, 
and hence all within it have ready and 
easy access to Memphis as their market. 
Memphis is situated near the thirty-fifth 
rallel of north latitude, and hence im- 
mediately at the head of the great cotton- 
rowing belt, with easy access in every 
direction to the finest cotton lands in the 
world; at the same time she stands in the 
very midst of as fine a grain region as any 
in America. The census tables, which are 
prepared under the direction of Govern- 
ment officers, show that in 1860 this area 
of 125 miles around Memphis contained a 
population of 890,000 souls. The counties 
embraced within this circle produced 


530,000 bales of potion, the crop of 1859, 
that has at- much over one-sixth Targent crop 


ever grown in the South, and nearly a 
bale to every inhabitant. In the same 
year, t same counties produced one 
and a half bushels of wheat, four bushels 
of sweet potatoes, and forty bushels of 
In u very inhabitant, besides 
an abüdance of Irish potatoes, beans, peas, 
onions, fruits, etc. t the same time they 
had 1,512,000 head of swine, or two to 


every inhabitant, 260,000 horses and mules, 


or one to every three and a half inhab- 
itanta, 84,000 milch cows, or one to every 
ten persons, and 362,000 sheep, or one to 
every twoand a half persons, besides a 
large proportion of other horned cattle. 
For the growth of lucious fruits, such 
as hes, apples, pears, grapes, figs, 
melons, the whole region within this 
radius is peculiarly adapted, as the lati- 
tude heretofore mentioned, will of itself 
indicate. These fruits all ripen from four 
to six weeks earlier than in what are 
termed the North, Middle, Central and

The Inj Restored Decision 
ot G. Smith.

The Chancellor granted a provisional! 
injunction in this case; and afterward, 
upon application of the detendants in 
court, ordered the injunction to be so 
niddified as substantially to dissolye it. 
Application is now made to me to su- 
persede the order of modification or dis- 
solution, and this by virtue of the power 
vested in a — of the Supreme Court, 
by sections 3,935, 3,934, 4,513 of the Code. 
The Mayor and Aldermen of Memphis 
have no authority to issue bonds having 
more than one year to run to maturity, 
except — as are designated 
and authorized by Act of the General As- 
sembly of the State. See Act of February 
2 ue, shapter 263, section 22, cited in 
inanees 125, and Act Febra- 
ary 13, of 1854, chapter 195, section 2, cited 
Memphis Ordinances 220. The last men- 
tioned Act prohibited the issuance of time 
bonds to defray the ordinary current an- 
nual expenses of the government. The 
first mentioned Act prohibits the issuance 
of bonds for any purpose, having more 
than one year to run. 
The Act of December 3, 1867, chapter 6, 
section 4, empowers the Mayor and Alder- 
men, with the sanction of the qualified 
voters of the city, to issue bonds * for the 
. 7 of fund ug the debt of the city,” 
aving not more than thirty years to run, 
and bearing interest at the rate of six per 
cent, perannum The Act provides and 
limits the power of the Mayor and Alder- 
men, and the purpose for which the bonds 
may be issued, and the use to which they 
may be applied. The Mayor and Alder- 
men have no power to issue or use them 
for any other purpose, and if they do so, 
their act is unlawful.

MINORS LN “ REBELLION.” 


An Important Question Under the 
Tennessee Franchise Law. 


An interesting and important question 
arising under the franchise law was yes- 
terday argued before Captain Williams, 
the Commissioner of Registration. 

The petitioner, W. K. Voston, filed his 
tition, alleging in substance that he en 
listed in the Confederate army in May, 
1861, at about the age of fifteen years, and 
was a minor during his entire period of 
service; that he arrived at the age of 
twenty-one years in October, 1866; that 
since his urrender in May, 1865, when he 
received his parole up to the present time, 
he has been a true and loyal citizen of the 
United States, and State of Tennessee. 
The positions assumed by the counsel 
for the petitioner were briefly as follows: 
ist. at the service of petitioner as a 
soldier in the Confederate States army, 
was inlaw a civil contract, an — 
made with him, as a minor, to do service 
in the Confederate States army for a cer- 
tain length of time, for a stipulated con- 
sideration. 

Al. That every act, agreement or con- 
ray of a minor, made while a minor, not 
for his interest (crime only excepted), has 
from time immemorial, by the courts of 
this country and England, been declared 
absolutely void. 

3d. That the enlistment of the petitioner 
as a soldier in the Confederate States 
army could not be considered as a crime 
by the Court in this application, because 
there was no pretence that he had ever 
been tried by any Court and found guilty, 
which fact Soul be a condition precedent 
to the Court considering any such ques- 
tion, and the only competent proof of such 
a fact, if it existed, would be a production 
of the record of his conviction, and fur- 
ther, that no Court in the United States 
since the close of the war, in the thouws- 
ands of indictments for treason against 
rsons engaged in the rebellion, had ever 
adjudged such participation a crime, not 
even against the leaders and instigators of 
the rebellion. It has only been so e. 
judged by partisan newspapers and polite 
cians for political effect. 

4th. That the Franchise law of May 5, 
1865, both in its letfer and spirit, con- 
templates only the voluntary acts of the 
individual embraced in the exceptions. 
No act of a minor (except crimes or mis- 
demeanors done against his interest, is in 
contemplation of law voluntary and bind- 
ing upon him, aud cannot he enforced 
against him, by any court, where his 
rights of person, property or privtleges 
are involved. 

Mh. The right to vote is a privilege con- 
ferred upon all who bring themselves 
within t provisions of the law, and a 
minor during his minority can no more 
exclude himself from that right or priv- 
Hege by his acts, or contracts, while a 
minor, than he can dispose of his right 
in property, real or personal, during bis 
minority and be bound thereby on his 
arriving at his majority. 

6th. “Phe Commissioner of Registration, 
under the revised law of May 5, %6, is a 
quasi court, vested with the power of a 
court, to decide as tothe right of appli- 
eants for cirtificates of registration, and 
is to be governed in his decisions by the 
same rules of law and evidence applicalie 
to all other courts, as to questions within 
his jurisdiction as such commissioner.

The Courts. 

(RIMINAL CourtT.— Wm. Hunter, unge. 
The trialof the case of the State vs. Doran, 
was resumed yesterday merning, at ten 
o'clock. The testimony adduced for the 
State during the day, is as follows: 

John Johnson, sworn—Reside in Mem- 
phis; am a lawyer by profession; attend- 
el to the suit before Moore between Whit- 
field and Doran; know Doran when I see 
him; after the trial met Doran coming 
out of Moore's office; Doran seemed to be 
ina bad humor, and was using expres- 
sions of abuse; I do not remember what 
he said; he seemed to be excited; I do not 
know who his remarks were directed 
against, 

Sergeant Johan K. brown, sworn- i was 
at the house in which Whitflekl was shot 
on the morning of the homicide; I found 
Doran amla woman in the house: Whit- 
tield had been removed when I got there: 
Doran had his pantaloons in his hands, 
and was in the act of putting them on 
when I first saw him; I remained in tie 
room two or three minutes; | saw no 
weapons in the room; Captain Simons 
arrived twoor three minutes aflewanis; 
he sent me to examine deceased aad see 
ifhe had any weapons about him; when 
I got to the hotel | saw a pistol hanging 
in a seabbard, on the body of the de- 
ceased; I took it te the station-house 
and gave it to Captain Simons; the pis- 
tol was full loaded, no chamber having 
been discharged; there was no other pistol 
found about his person; I was satisfied 
there was no other weapon about bim: 
the pistol was on his right side, 

Cross-examined—They were removing 
dleceased when 2 to the house; the 
pistol I found on the deceased was a large 
sizo Colt’s repeater; I made no search at 
the room for any other weapon; when I 
Urst got there Doran said, I am your 
prisoner; Jam the man you are looking 
for; I arrested Doran then; Doran was 
undressed, pantaloons in his hands; I was 
in — room two — three minutes; I saw 
no other person but a woman sitting u 
in the bed. 

Captain Simons sworn—lI was C in 
of the Police in January, 1869; was at the 
house in which Whitfield was shot on the 
day of the homicide; they were putti 
deceased in a hack when I got there; 
found Doran and two women in the house; 
I arrested Doran; found one pistol in the 
back room; (here a pistol was shown the 
witness;) thatis the pistol found in the 
house; it is now in the same condition 
as it was when =I first found it 
in the house; there were three 
chambers diseharged; it is a Smith & Wes- 
son — and * not to have been 
used much; [ did not find any other 
weapon in the room; Doran and the two 
women were the only persons in the room 
when I got there (here another pistol was 
shown the witness;) that is the pistol 
Sergeant Brown gave me on the day, as 
the one he took from the deceased, 

(C‘ross-e xamined—lI think it was about ten 
o'clock when L went to the house; there 
were other persons about the door and 
stairway; Doran was in the room fronting 
on Second street; I found the pistol in 
the back room on the bed; | looked all 
over the room, but found no other weapon; 
| looked about generally for other 
weapons; don't think the pistol had been 
used a great while; the pistol found on the 
deceased was a new one, and I don’t think 
was ever used any; the pistol was layin 
on the bed in Deren'’s room; Doran tol 
me where it was, 

he house in whieh the 
homicide oceurred is on Second street 
between Market and Exchange, in the 
Fifth Civil District; the bed im the front 
rein was on the east side of the door 
which opens from the hall, about half 
way between the door and the east wall; 
the trunk was on the west side of the 
door; the head of the bed was against the 
south wall, 
Gg. II. Mathes, sworn—Was a resident 
of Memphis in January, 1869; was em- 
ployed by the Memphis AVALANCHE; I 
was at the time a reporter; | was in Mem- 
phis when the deceased was killed; saw 
Doran the night after the killing at the 
County jail; he made statements to me in 
reference to the matter which were pub- 
lished in the AVALANCHE the next morn- 
ing. [Here acopy of statement was shown 
witness.] That is the same statement 
given me by Doran and published in the 
AVALANCHE. [Here witness detailed the 
statements as made by Doran, and being 
in substance the same as that heretofore 
published.] 
Cunny, sworu—I am uainted 
with the rooms in which the homicide oc- 
curred; I know who pay the rooms 
for some time before the difficulty; it was 
Sue Campbell and her sister. 

Cross-examined—I was not there on the 
night before the killing. 

General J. F. Sale, counsel for the State, 
was here called to the stand—I have been 
in the rooms in which Whitfeld was 
killed; I made an examination of the 
room with a view to discover, if possible, 
any balls or other things connected with 
the killing, and also to familiarize 
myself with the premises; Virgil Moore 
was with me and others; the fireplace is 
on the north side in the east room; in 
examining the east room we found a bul- 
let hole in the folding deor between the 
two rooms, about fifteen inches above the 
floor; 1888 it entered from the east 
side of the door from the general appear- 
ance of the hole made by the bullet; on 
the est side the wood was broken and 
splintered where the ball came out; the 
bullet ranged towards the southwest; the 
fireplace was on the north side of the 
room, about midway of the wall; the 
party firing the I must have bees 
standing northeast from the door; I also 
found a ball in the floor of the east room, 
about three and a half feet from the door 
entering the room; the ball must have 
been fired by a person standing north of 
the point where we found the ball; in 
eutting into the plank of the floor we 
wund the ball I now have in my hand; I 
measured the distance from t bullet 
hole in the floor to the window in the east 
end of the building; the bed, if in 
the position deseri by Major Moore, 
was about seven feet from the door; the 
door opened back toward the west; this 
ball, after it was taken from the floor, 
would not go into the door; one end of 
the ball was too large. 

(Cross-examined—The hall ran east and 
west, and was much wider than the steps; 
when you reach the head of the steps you 
turn out eastward to go into the east 
room: judging from the manner in which 
the ball ranged, the party firing it must 
have been facing the southeast; I could 
not tell whether the ball ranged up or 
downward; the range of the ball in the 
floor that it was fired from «4 
point north, 

Colonel EK. M. Yerger was also called to 
the stand—I aceompanied Colonel Sale and 
others on yesterday, to the room where 
the homicide Hammon and Jun- 
gie have a store immediately under the 
room in which Whitfield was killed; the 
bullet hole in the foldi showed 
that the ball ranged from the northeast to 
the southwest, and evidently came from 
the direction of the fireplace im the east 
room; we also found a bullet holein the 
floor of the same room, and the ball evi- 
dently came from the north side of the 
room, almost directly south; we did not 
visit the rooms with the view of giving 
testimony in ~ we — for 
the rpose of iliarizing ou ves 
with the location, and to havea diagram 
of the rooms the ball 
we cut from the floor is the same one here 
in court. (Here a diagghm of the room 
was presented to the jury and explained 
by Colonel Yerger.) ball in the floor 
was about three feet from the door and 
twelve feet from the fireplace.
